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THE  PROGRAM 

The  Victorian  Training  Centre  Football  (VTC 
Football)  program  is  designed  to  develop 
and  prepare  players  for  performance 
in  the  National  Youth  League,  Hyundai 
A-League  and  national  underage  teams. 

This  is  a  12  month  program  consisting  of 
up  to  five  sessions  per  week,  targeting 
Under  17  to  Under  20  age  groups  with 
a  squad  of  approximately  20  players. 
Players  are  rotated  in  and  out  of  the 
team  to  ensure  that  workloads  are  well 
managed  and  players  are  in  optimum 
condition  for  competition  in  the  National 
Youth  League  and  national  squads. 

This  team  is  underpinned  by  the 
National  Training  Centre  (NTC)  program 
that  consists  of  15-year  old  players 


on  a  12  month  scholarship  designed 
to  provide  a  seamless  transition  to 
national  underage  and  National  Youth 
League  teams. 

Last  year  was  the  first  time  VTC  Football 
(formerly  named  NTC)  had  participated 
in  the  Alanic  Victorian  Premier  League. 

This  year,  they  will  continue  to  compete 
against  the  Alanic  VPL  clubs  midweek, 
but  the  matches  will  be  played  for  points. 
However,  VTC  Football  cannot  be  relegated 
or  win  the  Championship.
